Business Activity In 
Coast Area 9 Percent 
Above Level Of 1957 


State College, Miss.— Business 
activitiy in the  Biloxi-Gulfport 
district during December 1857 
registered nine per cent above the 
level of a year ago, according to 
the current issue of “The Missis- 
sippi Business Review,” monthly 
publication of the Business Re- 
search Station here. 

In Biloxi, business activity was 
up ten per cent over a year ago; 
in Gulfport, up eight per cent; in 
Bay St. Louis, up 33 per cent; 
in Pass Christian, down five per 
cent; and in Picayune down five | 
per cent. 

On December 31, business in the 
district stood at 202 per cent ‘of 
the 1947-49 level. In Biloxi, on the 
same index, it stood at 208 per 
cent; in Gulfport, 205 per cent; 
in Bay St. Louis,. 200 per cent; in 
Pass , 129 per cent; and 
in Picayüne, 176 per cent.

Karl Wei- 
senburg of - Jackson County said 
he would: introduce a bill requir- 
ing public "utilities to offei” indus- 
trial rates comparable with those 
available in adjoining states. 

“This is what you need if you 
want to industrintize “Mississippi,” 
he told reporters. - 

His bill also would give the 
Public Service Commission author- 
ity to order any utility to show 
cause why it should not "change 
its rates to conform with rates 
established by any other public 
utility of the same type in this 
state or in an adjoining State . . " 

The measure also provides any 
utility in Mississippi “shall offer 
to any industry or manufacturer 
located in this state or seeking 
to locate in this state, rates for 
services comparable to the rates 
fixed for such services to indus- 
tries and manufacturers by any 
public utility of the same type in 
any adjoining state...” 

The bill recalled a Senate bill 
under which an investigation is 
asked into charges that 88 
sippi’s two' biggest private power 
firms, Mississippi Power and Light 
Co. and. Mississippi Power Co., are 
charging industrial rates much 
higher than in adjoining Alabama.

“It would seem appropriate also 
to briefly consider the over-all 
picture of the Republic’s defense: 
This is particularly true in the 
light of the spectacular advances 
made by.our potential enemy, the 
Russians, jn the field of long. 
range missles and out-space gad- 
gets. These achievements should 
neither be surprising nor dis- 
counted. Certainly we should not 
become panicky about them. Why 
should we suddenly panic over 
the launching by the Russians of 
a rocket-propelled sattlelite into 
outer space? Is our memory ٥ 
short that we have forgotten that 
at the end of World War 11 Ger- 
many was far ahead of the Al- 
lies in the development of long- 
range rockets and missles? And, 
moreover, under our appeasement 
policy at the conclusion of that 
war we permitted the Soviets to 
capture and transport to Russia 
many of the leading German Sci- 
entists, who were responsible for 
that achievement. 

“The fact that Russia is ahead 
of us in this particular feild does 
not necessarily mean that Amer-
